GENE SYMONDS 


Club Honors Member 


Frank Bartholomew 


FRANK BARTHOLOMEY, new pres- 
ident of the United Press, was guest of 
honor at a reception held at the club- 
house on Tuesday evening, May 17th. 

A fine turnout greeted him and, on 
introduction by chairman Lawrence 
Blochman of the Hospitality Committee 
and President Louis P. Lochner, Mr. 
Bartholomew spoke briefly about the life 
of a foreign correspondent and the ha- 
zards which lead sometimes to his death. 

He reviewed an experience he had 
had in Singapore nearly a year ago with 
Gene Symonds, covering a riot under con- 
ditions identical with those in which the 
UP’s southeast Asia manager met his 
death. 

“Most of the rioters were students 
on that occasion also. Students in the 
colleges and the junior colleges are 
nearly all Chinese and most are sympa- 
thetic to the Communist regime in China,” 
he told the group.

Singapore on May 12. He died of his in- 
juries on the following day. 


Lochner sent the following telegram 
to United Press president FRANK BAR- 
THOLOMEW on that day: ‘On behalf 
Overseas Press Club permit me extend 
condolence at tragic death Gene Symonds. 
His memory will live with all who know 
hazards of foreign correspondents life.” 


In answer to the club president’s 
message, Mr. Bartholomew wire “Your 
expression of condolence on the loss of 
Gene Symonds is deeply appreciated by 
all of us at the United Press.” 


PRISONER QF WAR CLAIMS 


More than 800 former American Priso- 
ners of War in Korea have failed to file 
claims with the Foreign Claims Settle- 
ment Commission for compensation under 
Public Law 615. The Commission’s ad- 
dress is Tariff Commission Building, 7th 
and E Streets, NW, Washington 25, D.C. 

The deadline for filing such claims 
in most cases is August 21, 1955, Com- 
missioner Pearl Carter Pace announces. 

In cases of death of the former priso- 
ner of war, claims may be filed by the 
surviving widow, husband, children or 
parents. 

Payment is authorized to be made at 
the rate of $2.50 per day for each day of 
imprisonment.

Thinking it was 
a book publisher, scholarly young Mat- 
thews, on his way to becoming something 
of an expert on Dante, stayed with the 
newspaper he found himself employed by 
and went through the stages of copyrea- 
der, reporter, correspondent until he 
reached his present eminence. 

Hemingway called him ‘‘the straight- 
est, the ablest and the bravest corres- 
pondent, a gaunt lighthouse of honesty’’

Our ranks have been decimated la- 
tely by death and illness. First Jack 
Raymond of the New York Times went 
down with appendicitis. He was opera- 
ted upon successfully at the ‘‘diploma- 
tic? hospital in Belgrade, but then 
complications set in, so the Air Force 
picked him up and took him to Wiesba- 
den. His planned exit from the hospital 
there had to be postponed but the latest 
we hear is that he’s doing well. The 
Times hasn’t replaced him here but a 
couple of weeks ago Harry Schwartz sat 
in for him for a few days as part of a 
European tour ... Then AP correspon- 
dent Alex Singleton, dean of the press 
corps here with more than six years ser- 
vice in Belgrade went down with hepa- 
titis and various other liver ailments. 
Qver his protests he was finally per- 
suaded to let the Air Force come in for 
him too. But as soon as he got to Wies- 
baden pneumonia set in and we were all 
saddened to hear of his death. The for- 
eign press corps held a memorial ser- 
vice for him at the Serbian Orthodox 
Cathedral on May 7. About 50 persons 
attended, including all 15 of the foreign 
correspondents now in residence (in- 
cluding TASS), the American Ambassa- 
dor and his wife, the Japanese Minister 
and five press attaches. Only a handful 
of Yugoslavs turned up, one an official. 


Most of my other news is travel. Ed 
and Katherine Clark (Time and the 
Chicago Tribune) have just spent three

weeks in Greece celebrating the Greek 
Easter and enjoying the fleshpots for a 
bit before re-entering ‘‘Lower Paradise.’’ 
Dick Williams (BBC) has just returned 
from several months tour of the Middle 
East, which he wound up by scooping 
the world on films of the Volos earth- 
quake - he was literally on the spot for 
the second big shock, camera poised 
and nerves under control to catch all 
the destruction and panic. Alkaios (The 
Angel) Angelopoulos of INS, who oper- 
ates out of Athens but turns up here 
periodically to supervise King Features’ 
comic-strip business in Yugoslavia, 
showed up again this week for the first 
time in many months, with tales of a 
long Middle East tour including getting 
caught in a desert sandstorm which 
scoured all the paint of the front of his 
car. 


He will meet INS’ SEYMOUR BERK- 
SON here this week-end on a three-day 
stop during a European tour and return 
with him to Greece where the Berksons 
plan a ten-day holiday on the island of 
Rhodes before continuing around the 
Middle East. Other travelers have been 
making the usual periodical flying trips 
to Trieste, Austria or Germany for a 
little break from Belgrade and a chance 
to replenish supplies. Yugoslavia is 
much better in this respect than it used 
to be but there are still quite a few 
items which can’t be bought here.
